NEW HAMPSHIRE NATIONAL BANK NOTES 


New Hampshire had 79 banks federally chartered to issue National 
Bank Notes, with 78 of the banks actually doing so. Current available 
data indicates that, in 1935, the amount of Large Size notes remain- 
ing in circulation for N.H. was $660,521 and Small Size notes $1|., 333*479. 
Knowledgeable collectors today feel that .2% to .}>% of the outstanding 
dollars is probably available for collections, which leaves a total of 
about $13,000 in large notes and $85,000 in small notes. I seriously 
doubt that such is the case, basing my assumption on the currently 
known large New Hampshire collections, and would suggest that pro- 
bably no more than $L|.,000 in large notes and $25,000 in small notes 
is available. 

The breakdown of the currency issued by the 78 N.H. banks, by 
currency period, is as follows:

As with most National Banks there are stories to be told and re- 
told. I find one of interest, and probably of fact, concerning The 
First National Bank of Portsmouth, N.H., Charter Number 19. The 
bank was New Hampshire's first chartered National Bank and bank his- 
tory indicates that on April 9, 1363 a letter, containing collateral 
security to be held by the Treasury, was sent to Washington, D.C. 

Since this collateral was the first received by the Treasury from any 
applying National Bank, it was assigned to Box #1 in the Treasury 
Dept. Portsmouth, therefore, was to have Charter #1, except for the 
fact the Comptroller notified the Portsmouth banking people that the 
name of the bank could not be "The First National Banking Association 
of Portsmouth, N.H." as originally requested. By the time correspond- 
ence passed between Washington and Portsmouth, changing the name to 
FNB of Portsmouth, 18 banks were chartered and #19 was assigned to 
Portsmouth with business commencing July 7, 1663 . 


Currently, I have been unable to verify the existence of notes 
from 7 of the issuing N.H. banks. These banks are:
